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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


An improved headgear includes an outer shell and an inner liner providing a head receiving 
cavity. A headband has a forward portion and lateral portions secured to the inner liner and a 
rearward portion extending rearwardly of said lateral portions. A first vent aperture is centrally 
formed in the outer shell. A second vent aperture is centrally formed in the inner liner. Third vent 
apertures are formed in the inner liner in spaced relationship with the second vent aperture.
